FARM AND GARDEN.

.WINTEKING CABBAGES.
Many persons dig a trench in dry soil,

and place the cabbages, heads down-

wards, and cover them over, leaving the
ttumps out and exposed. The German-tow- n

lelegraph reverses this order as

follows: "Select a dry part of the gar-

den; dig trenches of sufficient depth to
receive the cabbage roots and stalks up to
the head, into 1hese trenches trans-

plant the cabbages heads up, of
course fill in the dirt carefully
about them, up to the heads plant four
short posts, two of them being higher
than the ethers to give pitch to the roof
nail shingling lath, or strips of old board
from one post to the other, and another
board half way up -- lay upon this a num-

ber of bean poles, protecting also the
sides and yot r cabbages will keep in
good condition until May. Where there
is a fi uce, only two posts will be necessa-

ry, that being employed as tho apex of
the cover or roof." The plan is at least
worth trying.

Pfj ANTING WHEAT.
On putting the seed in well, there 13

known to be a difference of several bush-

els to the acre. A correspondent of the

Country Gentlemen says in England,
where the yield is from ten to twenty
bushels per acre more than here, the
wheat is drilled immediately after rain,
and if the soil packs down firm and a
"dry settliog" takes place, the prospect
of a good crop is enhanced. On the light
soils sheep were driven in large flocks for
hours, regularly up and down across after
the planting, to give this desirable firmness
bnt as driving the flock tires and lessens the
flesh, rollers with pegs and some with
small iron wheels, are used to press down
the surface. This prevents slugs, wire-worm- s,

etc., from getting about among
the roots, prevents any freezing out, and
the young plants certainly look healthier
and altogether more prosperous where
this treading or packing down is attended
to. The worst possible time to plant
autumn grain is considered to be when
the dust blows, while on the contrary, in
spring seeding barley, etc., a peck of
dust is said to be worth its weight in gold.

STRAWBERRY BEDS.
One of our exchanges advic3 people

who have strawberry beds not to delay at-

tention to them, if nothing has been done
to them since fruiting season. Go to
work and plow or spade up the ground
between the rows thoroughly. Work up
the soil in the rows with a fork, hoc or
spade, cleaning out all weeds; cut off all
the old tops, and scatter a liberal supply
ot well decomposed manure among them

nothing better than hen manure and
ashes mixed with mould from the woods.
It is also a good plan before spading or
plowing the soil between the row, to scat-

ter a compost on and turn it under. The
roots arc greatly benefitted by commg into
contact with such.

If your bed has been allowed to grow
"hiltcr-skilter- " heretofore, and covers the
entire surface, simply draw a line and cut
it with the spade to show where the edges
of the rows arc to be, and then ppade
under tho vines between tho rows, leaving
rows about six inches in width and eigh-

teen inches apart from center to center.
If the plantation is left in its present con-

dition, it will be of no value another
season. Remember, the more new roots
the plant forms this season before winter
sets in, the larger the crown will become,
and the more fruit stalk germs will be
formed this fall, and the greater the crop
another season. It is a mistaken idea
with many that the fruit germ is formed
in the spring. Feed them well now and
they will feed you in return next season.

m:edig corn land to cloverand grass.
Dr. Daniel Lee, of Ivnox county,

Tenn., gives, in tlie Country Gentleman,
his experience in sowing clover and grass
seeds among corn, at the last working of
the crop, with a view to grazing and
other purposes. He says :

Living in a corn-growi- region, and
having land subject to wash between rows
of corn, and years after, if not leveled
and seeded, I have often sown clover
seed, timothy, orchard grass and herds
grass seed, in standing corn, when

it by," with satisfactory results.
Where one wishes to raise mules or hogs,
corn and clover work well iu rotation ;

although I give hogs a pretty long run in
outfields from clover, before they come
to corn. Rightly handled, clover, oats
and corn make cheap bacon, and not ex-
pensive mules and horses, on fair lime-
stone land.

Before clover or grass seed is sown in
standing corn, the ground should be har-
rowed, or worked smooth with a cultiva-
tor, that the seed may fall on freshly
stirred earth, so that tho first rain will
cover it sufficiently. In this way I have
never failed to get a fair set. Sometimes,
however, a drouth in August or later will
kill the young plants ; although th,c shade
of a good crop of corn is, perhaps, equal
to that made by wheat or oats as a pro-
tection from solar influence, to young
clover. The advantage of resting culti-
vated fields in clover and gras3 as much
as practicable, arc not sufficiently appre-
ciated. It is too common in Tennessee to
rest land in weeds, sedge, briars and
bushes, that will support good clover and
orchard grass, and most profitable farm
stock. By cultivating corn fields level,
and seeding them before the corn is ripe,
we prevent washing, and use our land to
the best advantage for our limited labor.
Canada peas sown with oats, help to make
fat hogs on little corn.

WHY ORCHARDS DECAY.
A correspondent of the Valley Farm-

er says orchards have died or become

poor from these causes :

1. The exhaustion qf the soil from the
constant crops of apples; from the blow-

ing away by the wind of tlie leaves of the
trtc which nature designed to feed the
soil on which the tree stand", by the crop
of grass, grain, or roots constantly taken
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from the same ground and little return o
substance to it.

2. Another means of their destruction
has been in whipping the trees with poles
to remove apples. And still another
cause was the pasturage among them.

3". To restore them : If any were loft
worth restoring, man must cease to crop
the ground under them, and must ma-
nure them with vegetable mold, decaying
leaves, lime, wood ashes and salt. A
compost formed of these substances
would be excellent ; .of one formed in
part by soapsuds and refuse slops, chip- -
uirr, tun, etc., well rotted.

Then trim them of all dead limbs, and
those that cross and call each other, and
of all suckers that feed upon trunk or
uniDs, not necessary for a crop.

TURNING OUT HORSES TO GRASS
A correspondent of the New York

limes writes as follows on this subject
"When horses have suffered in their work
from anything of the nature of a strain
of the sinews of their ligaments, or when
their legs are very much the worse for
wear, they should be allowed no exercise
but such as they can get in a loose box;
they should be treated as a man would be
who had sprained his ankle and mutt be
confined to a sofa. On the other hand, I
have seen horses which were good on
their legs, but stale, grogsry, and tucked
up from hard work, and dry and exciting
looil, improve as it by magic, when
turned out to grass ou the following
plan. I have housed them during
the day time in a well ventilated dwel
ling, darkened so as to exclude the sun
and flies, giving them about a peck of
grain daily, with bran and clover chaff ;

they have then been turned out at night
in a pasture in which there was an
abundance of grass. Under these cir-
cumstances, they arc never tormented by
flies ; when they are out all is cool and
quiet, the long grass saturated with dew
supplies an admirable, cool, refrigerating
poultice to their legs and feet, and the
grass they get, combined with their daily
grain, seems to plump up their bodies
without much interfering with their con-
dition for work. I have taken horses
treated in this way as late as September,
and had them in very fair order for work
by the commencement of the hunting
season. I am aware that this system will
not suit all horses ; small barreled washy
horses are too much purged with green
food ; they are also, in general, restless
and irratablc, galloping about, and teasing
their companions, and so are better at
home. This may possibly be the case,
but with valuable horses we must not
grudge a little trouble."

USEFUL. INFORMATION.
To make Scotch tweed impervious lo

water, use this recipe ; la a bucket of
soft water put a half pound of sugar of
lead and a half pound of powdered alum.
Stir this at intervals until it becomes
clear; pour it off into another bucket and
put tho garment therein, let it remain for
twenty-fou- r hours, and then hang it up
without wringing.

Peach leaves, bruised, it is said, are a
specific for Wounds made by nails, in
man or beast, or for any fresh cut. Lock-
jaw is prevented by bandaging the leaves
on twice a day.

Paper can be made to stick to walls
that have been whitewashed, by dissolv-
ing glue in good strong vinegar and wash-the- m

with the solution. Heat until the
glue is dissolved, and then apply with a
brush.

The bark of hickory placed wherever
red ants abound, will cause them to dis
appear. We know that common lard on
a plate, set where the places are infested,
as soon as they come in contact with the
lard, they stick and die.

Small bars of carbolic soap arc better
to keep away moths than camphor, at
one-thir- d the cost. It is much stronger
in the exhalation thrown off, and retains
its status longer. Try it.

Oil your door locks and latches once in
two or three months. It will add to your
comfort, and will make these necessary
things less longer.

Your cellar should be whitewashed
once a year, and have a thorough cleans-
ing two or three times a year. Let it be
ventilated daily unless there are open win-
dows, and even then it will add to its
purity.

Remove the sprouts from your potatoes
and keep them in the dark. They should
be always covered. Well kept old potatoes
should be eaten iu July. They are much
wholesomer than the half-grow- n new
ones, selling at so high a rate. Gcr-manto-

lelegraph.

RAISE GOOD HOGS.
Ilogs fill an important place in our plan

of mixed husbandry, because they will
convert into manure and pork much that
would otherwise be consumed. But few
farmers at the East raise as much pork as
they might with profit, and the markets
are supplied with Western pork. The
reason why is, they do not manage right
with their hogs. Iu the first place, there
is no use in feeding a long, thin, slab-side- d

breed of pigs, even if they are given
to you. Get a good sow of some first-rat- e

breed, or else breed the best com-
mon sow you can find to a thoroughbred
boar and raise a good breeding sow.
Manage fo as to have two litters, one
early iu the season, and the other long
enough before winter to have them get
well agoing. Good pigs arc always in
demand, and it is just as easy to get six
or ten good pigs as the same number of
poor runts that will never Lit. And the
same amount of food fed to a goo 1 pig
will mike twice the expanse in the
first cost of boar or sow, and one litter of
pigs will pay all the difference in ex-

pense between a pure bred Chester, Suf-
folk, or Berkshire, and the lank specimen
ordinarily used in breeding.

What is the best breed ? is a question
asked; but there are several so good that
it is difficult to answer. Where ihe
"Chester White" is known, no other
breed can compete with it. It is, accord-din- g

to our notion, nearer perfection as a
hog than has ever before been arrived at.
Its outline is beautiful, its disposition
gentle, its habits quiet and contented
not disposed to roam and fret, so that the
fxxl it consumes goes to the formation of
flesh, and is not spent iu running after
mischief. It is not a gross feeder,
but like all other animals, requires its
food at regular intervals. Thus care and
attention is never lost on it. There is no
other breed enjoys better health. If kept
and promptly cared for until twelve or
fifteen months old, it will yield from live
to seven hundred pounds of pork. What
other animal will yield so much in so
short a time, with so small a beginning,
with such a small outlay of capital ?

The Berkshircs are a smaller breed,
fatten well in proportion to their food,
and arc excellent breeders. No one can
go amiss in purchasing a Berkshire. The
Suffolks, ard the improved Prince Albert
Suffolk especially, arc good. The Es?X,
Cheshire, Leicester, and Polands arc
much better than the "no breed." The
China is fit only for crossing with some
of the large course breeds. Such a cross
improves tho China in size and the larger
breeds in quality.

But in buying a sow or boar for breed-
ing, do not bo satisfied with its being
called a Chester, or Suffolk, or Berk-
shire, (unless you buy of sotno responsi-
ble breeder,) but soe for yourself that the
animal has the good points of the breed.

FOR THE HOUSEWIFE.

Sweet I'otnto fritter.
Mash the potatoes while hot, the same

as white potatoes or grate cold boiled
ones; they require less flour than the
white potato fritters, and cream is pre-
ferable to butter and milk for mixing
them. A littl6 grated nutmeg is an im-

provement.
Rice Fritters.

Boil a quarter of a pound of rice in
water till it forms a jelly; when nearly1
cold stir into it two tablespoonfuls of but--1

ter and milk, enough to thin it to the prop-- 1

cr consistence. Add two or three well

beaten egg3, a little salt and nutmeg, and
iry iiKe other fritters.

Sweet Potato Pic.
Take large sweet potatoes, and steam

them till they are soft, slice them very
tnin. (.the pastry is made in the usual
way.) Lay the potatoes in a deep pie pan,
sprinkle some flour over them, add two
tame spoonfuls of vineear. one trasDoon- -
ful of butter, a half tea-cu-p of water,
sugar and nutmeg or allspice to suit the
taste. Sweet potato pies should be eaten
warm.

To Conic Itcefatealc
First have a hot fire: then, after the

coffee is made and the water drained off
the potatoes, place the steak, which has
been previously salted and well pounded.
in a spider, which should bc,hot enough
to smofee. After a quarter or a .minute
turn it, and after another quarter of a
minute turn i( again, and so continue to
do until sufficiently cooked. Tho hot fire
and frequent turnings serve to cook the
meat and keep the juice mf which is the
uesiaeratum in a stcair.

To Bail FIi.
Fill the fish with a stuffing of chopped

salt pork and bread, or bread or bread and
uutter, seasoned with salt and pepper,
and sew it up. Then sew it in a cloth or
you cannot take it up well, rut it in cold
water, with water enough to cover if
salted at the rate Of a tcaspoonful of salt
to each pound of fish; add about three
tablespoonfuls of vinegar. Boil it slowly
tor twenty or thtrty minutes, or till the
fin is easily drawn out. Serve with
drawn butter and eggs, with caper or
nasturtions in it. Fish can be baked in
the same way, except sewing it up in a
cloth. Instead of this, cover it with egg
and cracker, or butter crumbs.
Pumpkin Pic An English Rccixc.

Peel and cut a sufficient quantity into
thin slices, first scraping out the seeds,
and set it, with some dried currants and
sugar, in a saucepan, over the fire, the
heat of which draws the juice out of the
pumpkin, and makes it tender. No water
is required. As this process occupies
about three hours, it is better to stew the
pumpkin the evening before it is wanted.
By stewing the currants and sugar with
the pumpkin, h better flavor is imparted
to it. When thoroughly tender, so that
it might, if required, lie passed through a
colander, the stewed pumpkin, which dis-
solves in boiling, is to be put into crust,
like mince pics, which it much resembles
in appearance and flavor; or a shallow.
dish may be covered with a thin crust, on
wiiicii the mashed pumpkin and currants
are to be spread ; it is then to be covered
with a crust and baked. A little candied
lemon or orange peel is an improvement.
in this lorm pumpkin pic is a wholesome
and cheap substitute for mince pics. The
pumpkin is in season in autumn and
winter.
New in id Simple Remedy for Hum.

The following appeared in a late num
ber of Applelon's journal: "The at-

tention of medical men in Paris has re
cently been directed to a new remedy for
burns, discovered accidentally by a work-
man. A varnisher of metals lately cot
his hand severely burned while at work,
and, not knowing what to do to deaden
the acute pain, thrust his hand into a not
of varnish. The pain ceased as if by
enchantment. On the day following, he
made a further application of his dis-

covery, and in a few days a new skin was
formed over the burn, and the haDd re-

covered its wonted flexibility. All the
persons burned in his neighborhood came
to get their wounds dressed, received the
simple treatment, and went home re-

joicing. After the terrible gunpowder
explosion at Metz, last month, the varn-
isher was summoned to the hospital, there
to do his best for the victims of that
great calamity, whose lives were de
spaired of on account of the gravity
of their burns. He varnished and cured
them all in such a short space of time,
that the town of Metz was filled with
stories of his success. The news of his
wonderful cures reached Paris, the man
ager of one of the largest hospitals there
sent for him, and desirous of testing the
accuracy of the reports, entrusted him
with two patients who were dangc-ousl- y

burned. He covered them over with his
varnish, leaving a spot upon each un-

touched, to Ikj treated with nitrate of sil-

ver (the usual remedy) by the chief doc-
tor of the establishment. The wounds so
covered with varnish healed rapidly,
while those treated with nitrate ot silver.
in spite of all the doctor's efforts, did cot
close up. The services of the varnisher
were again called upon, who accordingly
applied his remedy to the spots which the
nitrate of silver was powerless to heal. The
two patients obtained almost instant re-

lief, and, after a short detention, left the
hospital completely cured, thus once more--

establishing the superlativo excellence of
his remedy for such cases."
